1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
references alone or in combination teach or suggest a method of producing a composite 
soft magnetic material comprising the steps of: 

heating at a temperature of 60 to 110 °C powder mixture comprising 

0.05 to 1 wt% of polyimide resin powder having an average particle 
diameter of 1 to 100 urn, 

0.002 to 1 wt% of fine amide-based wax powder having an average 
particle diameter of 1 to 20 urn, and 

the balance composed of insulating film-coated soft magnetic 
powder obtained by forming an insulating film on the surface of soft 
magnetic powder, 

filling the heated mixture powder in a mold which is heated at a temperature of 
100 to 150°C; 

compression-molding the heated mixture powder at a molding pressure of 700 to 
1200 MPa to obtain a compact; and 

curing the obtained compact at a temperature of 225 to 300 °C. 

Nor do the prior art references teach or suggest the improved strength and specific 
resistance of the resulting composite soft magnetic material as demonstrated by the 
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data set forth in Tables 2 and 3 of the specification resulting from these process steps 
and the specific process operating conditions set forth above and recited in the claims.
